RIGHT  WING 


Dear  Editor, 

Must  our  campus  remain  a hot- 
bed of  right-wing  extremism?  W’e 
are  continually  exposed  to  mat- 
erial similar  in  tone  to  that  of 
Cecil  Smith.  I have  no  quarrel 
with  an  intelligently  cxmstructed 
political  position  of  a conserva- 
tive or  liberal  nature. 

Unfortunately.  Mr.  Smith  relies 
on  seemingly  untrustworihy  sou- 
rces—at  least,  in  the  academic 
sense.  His  sources  on  the  so-call- 
ed “illuminati”  seem  quite  out- 
of-date.  He  cites  liitle  in  the  way 
of  empirical  data  which  might 
substantiate  his  position. 

Unfortunately,  the  best  thing 
that  can  be  said  about  some  of 
his  sources  is  that  they  are  sin- 
cere—especially  in  their  opposi- 


tion to  Communism.  However, 
this  proves  little.  Hitler  and  the 
National  Socialiats  were  violently 
opposed  to  Communism. 

Leadership  in  church  positions 
does  not  necessarily  qualify  one 
as  an  expert  on  Communism 
either.  All  too  often,  the  right- 
wing  has  little  content  in  their 
attacks.  Instead,  they  resort  to 
emotion-triggering  labels  — e.g., 
sociaiisro.  big  government,  and 
the  international  communist  con- 
spiracy. 

An  examination  of  the  scholarly 
journals  of  the  disLuphne  of  pofi- 
tics  reveals  little  in  common  with 
the  haphazardly  documented  lite- 
rature of  the  right-wing.  Perhaps 
Uiose  most  knowledgiNible,  the 
members  of  the  poliiical  science 
department  should  be  consulted 
more  often.  The  department  is 
well  qualified  (and  sUU  intact, 
even  though  there  has  been  a re- 
cent attack  by  Uie  right-wing  on 
one  of  the  members).  These  men 
are  graduates  of  the  finest  uni- 
versities in  our  country.  Granted, 
our  country  faces  many  problems 
from  within  and  without,  but  let 
the  criticism  be  well  founded— 
constructed  logically,  not  irra- 
tionally.

Viet  Cong  Hit 
Air  Installation 

SAIGON  (UPI)— Communist  gur- 
rillas  and  U.S.  sentries  fought  an- 
other sharp  battle  on  the  fringes 
of  the  big  Tan  Son  Nhut  Air  Base 
near  Saigon  Sunday  night  only 
hours  after  the  Viet  Cong  hit  the 
sprawling  installation  with  a mor- 
tar barrage. 

Six  Viet  Cong  were  killed  in  the 
latest  battle  and  American  military 
spokesmen  reported  no  U.S.  losses. 
But  three  American  guards  were 
killed  and  five  others  wounded  in 
the  pre-dawn  mortar  raid.  Count- 
er-attacking U.S.  forces  killed  20 
guerrillas  as  they  tried  and  fail- 
ed to  destroy  American  planes 
parked  on  the  runway. 

HEAVY  TOLL 

In  Saigon  itself,  Viet  Cong  ter- 
ror squads  detonated  100  pounds 
of  plastic  explosives  in  a U.S.  mili- 
tary billet  and  psychological  war- 
fare office  building  early  Sunday 
morning,  wounding  11  persons,  one 
of  them  seriously. 

At  Can  TTio  in  the  Mekong  River 
Delta  about  80  miles  southwest  of 
Saigon,  a Viet  Cong  bomb  exploded 
near  a house  occupied  by  six  Am- 
erican civilian  employees  of  the 
U.S.  Defense  Department.  One  Am- 
erican was  injured  in  the  blast. 

The  U.S.  military  command  dis- 
closed that  two  more  American 
jets  were  shot  down  over  North 
Viet  Nam  in  last  Friday’s  devasta- 
ting raids  against  the  Hanoi  area. 
Tile  delayed  report  said  eight 
planes  and  13  crewmen  were  lost, 
making  it  the  heaviest  single  day 
toll  of  the  air  war

Safety  Crusader 
Wants  New  Laws 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)-Auto  saf- 
ety  crusader  Ralph  Nader  called 
Sunday  for  laws  to  force  car  own- 
ers to  have  defects  fixed  after  they 
are  warned  about  them. 

Nader  made  the  proposal  in  re- 
porting that  as  of  October,  only 
42  per  cent  of  the  1.8  million  1964 
and  1965  model  Chevrolets  and 
CSievelles  with  automatic  trans- 
mission had  been  repaired  for  pot- 
entially sticky  throttles  although 
owners  were  told  in  April. 

Nader,  author  of  the  book,  “Un- 
safe At  Any  Speed,”  also  said  in  a 
UPI  interview  that  the  safety  stand- 
ard legislation  he  championed 
could  make  for  safer  cars  in  each 
suceeding  model  year. 

SAFER  IN  72 

“I  think  by  1972,  if  the  federal 
government  does  the  job  it  is  au- 
thorized to  do,  and  if  ^e  industry 
lives  up  to  its  responsibility  and 
technological  capability,  the  cars 
rolling  off  the  production  line  to 
the  consumer  should  be  kinds  of 
cars  that  will  protect  people  in 
collisions  up  to  50  miles  an  hour,” 
he  said.
